Batloslio Reneges

Taking direct encouragement from 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill's 
speech Tuesday, General Pietro Ba- 
doglio yesterday expressed the hope 
that his government will soon be 
given diplomatic representation by 
the various United Nations. 

Churchill had said in his House

UCH deeper than the tax bill are the 


issues which have made it the occasion 


for “crisis” in Congress. 


The tax measure is only a sign or symbol 
of a much larger battle. 


This is not a tug of war between the 
executive and legislative branches of the 
government as such, which we are witness- 
ing.

| IT not rae that some people, includ- 

ing Alben Barkley, are so sensitive when 
the President makes a truthful statement 
such as he did in his message? Why do they 
never express such concern or anger when 
they see sabotage all around them in Con- 
gress? Why do they not feel a similar in- 
dignation when Rankin rants against na- 
tional unity, when Hoffman spouts treason 
and when Barkley’s own fellow-Senator from 
Kentucky utters views against victory? 


It is clear that there has not been enough 
courageous leadership in the halls of Con- 
gress. 

The President has performed a mighty 
service to the nation and to Congress by 
putting courage and clarity into the situa- 
tion. While he has been busy with the bur- 
dens of conducting the global war, his ene- 
mies in Congress have been busy in sabotag- 
ing those things which would help his patri- 
otic activities. The President has not had 
enough aid from the leaders of people’s and 
labor organizations at such an hour. The 
labor movement has not been as alert as the 
whole crisis has required. It is now neces- 
sary that this be quickly overcome. 


In connection with the tax bill, labor and 
the people can strongly insist that the Presi- 
dent be upheld. That insistence can go to 
the Senators today. But even if the Senate 
should follow the House and override the 
veto, the urgency for new tax legislation 
still remains. This is imperative both for 
the purposes of raising revenue and for the 
purpose of remedying some of the injustices 
produced by this bill. 

We will have to tell Congress that we are 
at war—that our boys are dying. These 
boys cannot stop fighting just because 1944 
is an election year. And the sabotage against 
them will have to halt. Let’s bring the war 
into our legislative chambers, which seem 
to be entirely too remote from the battle 
fields. 

The same unity of the people can be regis- 
tered behind the soldiers’ vote. Let Congress 
know that the country will accept nothing 
less than the complete right to vote by our 
fighting men and women. The people can- 
not permit those who think they will steal 
the election to hide their schemes behind 
the furore over the tax bill and Barkley. 

This is not the first time at critical pe- 
riods in our history that defeatists and 
rightists have thought they had gained the 
day. We feel confident that our American 
people will rise to the occasion now as they 
have in the past. They will do no less than 
their forefathers did in the great test of 
the 1864 elections. 

Ours is the duty to strengthen the home 
front through standing by the President.

The Cartel Problem

T is surely not a good thing when 
a patent monopoly can restrict 
the production of Vitamin D, the 
sunshine vitamin. There is no real 
defense for those cartel practices 
which hampered American war pro- 
duction of synthetic rubber. And ‘t 
is a serious matter that affiliates 
of the N. V. Phillips electrical com- 
panies in United Nations and en- 
emy coyntries communicated with 
each other after Pearl Harbor. 
The evils of cartels have been 
thoroughly exposed by the Bone, 
Truman and Kilgore Committees 
of the Senate, by the Department 
of Justice and in a number of lib- 
eral publications. But it seems to 
me that the time has come when 
a little sober thinking on the sub- 
ject would do a let more good 
than another sensational expose. 
In a preface to a Department of 
Justice report on cartels made pub- 
lic by his committee, Senator Har- 
ley Kilgore of West Virginia em- 
phasizes the need, as an alternative 
for cartel practices, for “developing 
a foreign economic program that 
will both preserve the integrity of 
cur domestic economy and enable 
us to maintain friendly economic 
and political relations abroad.” 
But so far some of the liberals 
writing in this field have tended 0 


. Shie away from constructive solu- 


tions or even from calm discussion. 
I am sure that I. F. Stone, for ex- 
ample, has had a wonderfyl time 
riding the cartel hobby horse in 
PM and the Nation.

UT I wonder whether he has 

given any thought to Eric 
Johnston's blast against cartels on 
his return from England some 
months ago. The Chamber of Com- 
merce head said he disagreed with 
his British colleagues who want 
cartel arrangements after the war.
